Two Japanese Ships 
Collide. . 


“MANY LIVES LOST. . 


Manoeuvres at Night With pen

Tokyo, Yesterday. 


Two collisions, both. between a’ 


cruiser anda destroyer, occurred 
during the manceuvres last. night, 
off Maizuru. * 

The destroyer “Warabi” sank 

and 12 officers and 117 ratings are 
missing. -- 

It seems that the cruiser 

“Jindzu"” collided with the 
“Warabi” in the dark, the destroy- 
er sinking fifteen minutes later 
with. the loss of 12 officers and 90 
ratings. 

There are only ‘22 survivors of 
the whole ship’s company. 

The bows of the “Jindzu” are 
badly damaged, necessitating the 
battle cruiser “Kongo” towing her 
to port.

The announcement of the de- 
mise of Brother Joseph will 
come as a great shock to many 
members of the local Roman 
Catholic community, among 
whom he was held in the utmost 
regard and affection. 

The late Brother Joseph, who 


| was seventy-four years of age 


at the time of his death, was 
born at Aurillac, Auvergne, 
France, in’ 1848. Entering the 
Order of St, John Baptist'de la 
Salle at an early age, Brother 
Joseph was sent out 'to the Far 
East in 1876, serving at: the 
Christian Brothers’ schools in the 
Straits Settlements, Saigon and 
Hong Kong. Leaving Hong Kong 
on transfer to Saigon, he return- 
ed to the . Colony in 1900,; and 
had’ served “here for the’ past 
twenty-seven consecutive years 


‘in addition to his previous term. 


Three Generations, 

Brother Joseph could claim the 
proud . distinction of having 
taught three generations of local 
Catholics, many of oe recent 
pupils being the grdndsons of 
those who were under his charge 
during: his early days 
Colony. Although a great scholar, 
Brother Joseph’s work was al- 
most entirely. confined to the 
elementary classes, his fondness 
for “his babies’’—as ‘he used to 
call his pupils—being well-known 
residents who ‘had 
themselves been his pupils, were 
only too anxious to entrust their 
children to his fatherly care, 

The deceasd Brother. was an 
enthusiastic botanist, posdeasing 
a thorough Anowledge | of the

INVEST IN COCONUTS. 


AMERICAN CAPITALISTS’, * . 
: ’ PLANS. ea 
Two American capitalists wh: 
have reqdested that their names 
be withheld, -are seriously consider- 
ing the possibilitles of cultivating 
coconuts on a large scale in the 
Cagayan Valley. Belief was: ex- 
pressed that the people of the north- 
ern region ‘would be materially 
benefitted by gradually weening 
themselves from the.cultivation of 
tobacco and turning their atten- 
fon to coconut growing and copra 
producing. ; 

The soil of Isabela and Cagayan, 
it was pointed out, is especially 
adapted for the cultivatian of coco- 
nuts. The’ fruit of coconut trees 
in those provinces are‘one and a 
half times larger than the nuts pro- 
duced in Tayabns, Laguna and the 
southern, island: ‘coconut regions. 
With the present great demand for' 
copra products, it is believed that 
coconut planting would increase the 
prosperity of the people of these 
tobacco growing provinces. 

Transportation difficulties are 
belfeved to be the only obstacles to 
prevent favourable competition with 
the southern Luzon and, Visaya: re- 
gions, This difficulty, however, 
may be overcome by the investment 
of a moderate amount of. capital 
for transportation facilities, it is

from his own: experience as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
McKenna speaks with the authority 
that attaches to the head of a 
bank that has always been pro- 
minent in industrial finance, and 
his statement’ that the existing re- 
lation of the Bank of England to 
the commercial banks restricts ,un- 
duly:the amount of credit-avaflable 
for industrial undertakings, though 
jt may not be conclusive evidence 
that he is right, fa prima facie good 
ground for enquiring whether he 
may not be.

GERMAN INDUSTRY. = - 
Overtime Has Greatly Increased. | 
German trade unfoniam has won 

and lost the «elght-hour . working 
day, and is now endeavouring to 
have it restored, at least, in some 
industries. The miners are press- 
ing for strict adherence to the elght- 
hour day principle in and about 
all mines, The Coat Owners’ As- 
sociation at present refuses to make 
any concession, and the matter will 
probably go to arbitration... At the 
present time.there is an elght-hour 
shift below ground in all binck coal 
mines except those in Sileafa, which 
operate on an 8%4-hour shift. In 
some‘ mining areas there [Is q 10- 
hour day above-ground, The cight- 
hour shift is worked in few cases 
above-ground excopt on continuous 
processes, a8 at coke ovens and 
other furnaces necessitating seven 
days and nights per week. . At the 
lignite, or brown coal, mines “the 
10-hour day ia general, above and 
below-ground. When the Miners’ 
Union presented its case for an all- 
round eight-hour day it offered that 
work should proceed on the 
economical three-shift system, and 
that: overtime would be worked on 
repairs, etc., at the week-ends. 

In the metal group of Industries 
in Germany—that is, iron, steel, 
engineering and related occupations 
—there {s no approach to a general 
eight-hour day, and ,in recent 
months, overtime has greatly in- 
creased, As the International 


Federation of Trade Unions reports, 
working hours-in Germany. are re- 
gulated by the Working Hours De- 
creo of December 81, 1928, This 
measure adopts the principle of an 
eight-hour:' day, but: contains 
numerous exemptions which allow 
nine and ten hour shifts to be 
worked by agreement between ¢m- 
ployers and workmen. The normal 
working week arranged in the metal 
tradea is 54 in Hamburg. Breslau, 
and Stuttgart districts; 86 .in 
Magdeburg;"S7-in Hagen; 5734 in 
‘the "North-West, except the city 
areas just named; and 60 hours in 
Berlin and Mannheim. At. blast 
furnaces and such similar plants 
which demand both night work and 
Sunday work, the three eight-hour 
shifts are commonly worked. ~~ “An 
official report prepared for the 
Ministry of Labour, covering part 
of the steel, engineering and textile 
trades, shows that In October last 
63 per cent. of the workers were 
employed on shifts exceeding 48 
hours a week, the majority, working 
between 62 and'56 hours, and some 
60 hours, whilst seven concerns 
worked more than 60 hours a week. 
It is stated that the workers them- 
selvea preased for longer hours, or 
overtime, and this is confirmed by 
the figures which show that prac- 


tically all overtime work {s perform. |' 


ed lawfully under collective agree- 
ments aa provided by the Decree of 
1923, and only o small part ia done 
under official permits granted to em- 
ployers at their own request. 

The German Working Hours Law, 
as amended by Decree or Order, is 


very elastic, There fs a provision, 
for instance,” that: all lost time... 
through sickness or other cause may. 
be made good subsequently; there 
is a rule, or exemption, permitting 
overtime in all cases. “to avoid, the 
spoiling of materials -or finished: 
products,” and this is very liberally 
Interpreted by the works counclls. 
Again, the working day, be it efght, 
nine, or ten hours, is exclusive of 
meal times and of. most waiting 
periods. On the raflwaya, for ex- 
ample, agreed ‘percentages of all 
time occupied travelling to and 
from actual duty are excluded from 
the time reckoned for pay, the per- 
centages ranging from 25 to 80 per . 
cent. of the travelling times. - The 
aim {is to get a “full « flective work- . 
ing day or week.” ‘Again, bealdes 
the allowance of two hours over- 
time for male workers over 16 years 
of age on 30 days in the year, extra 
overtime may be worked on any oc- 
easton, in any occupation, on ““tem- 
porary work done in emergencies.” 
‘Two hours extra may also be work- 
ed “loading, unloading, and moving 
waggons, if necessary, to avoid 
stoppages of transport, or to keep 
within. the legal loading periods.” ”

A new breed of impostors, who 

neither toil nor do they spin, have 


made their appearance upon thej A. 


industrial horizon of Hankow, 
according to a letter to Mr. 
Eugene Chen, Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, from Jardine, 
Matheson & Co., agents for the 
Indo-China ' Steam - Navigation 
Company. . This is apparantly. 
‘composed of former wharf coolies 
who no longer have the urge’ to 
work, but whose interest in life 
appears to be to demand a fee for. 
the transport of all packages of . 
cargo: handled by the local shipp- 
ing companies—half of which is 
allowed the coolies who do the 
work—and the other half appro- 
priated by the so-called “Execu-' 
tive Committee of the Wuhan! 
Wharf Céolies Union.” Upon all! 
‘commodities which are handled‘ 
by the shipping companies on be- 
half of local. exporters and: im- 
porters, the “Executive Com- 
_| mittee” issued a notice that . be- 
ginning from July 20 the “Ex. 
ecutive Committee” would levy a 
tax of 40 per cent. This, accor- 
ding to the shipping company, is 
now ‘being enforced by. the “Ex- 
ecutive Committee’ by means of 
blackmailing Chinege . merchants 
and ‘by means of threat and in- 
timidation. Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson. & Co., wrote in the

Foreign Minister:—

Doctors Must Tell. ish 
’ The oft-asked question, “should 


‘a doctor tell?” no longer has any 
‘pignificance, it seems; for accord- 


ing to. a ruling by Mr. . Justice 
McCardy. at: the Birmingham 
Assizes, a doctor simply must 
divulge whatever he is, asked to! . 
divulge when in a court of law. 
By this decision medical ‘know- 
ledge regarding: a patient is no 
longer personal and secret to the 
practitioner. As a matter of 
fact, it. never was, bit it haa 
always been considered that such 
information held by members of 
the. medical profession was not 
expected to be divulged to anyone, 
not even a Judge or an examining | 
counsel.. The case in which this 
fallacy was exploded was typical 
of many that come before the 
courts, Jt was an action for 
divorce, and a doctor in charge 
of one of the departments of the 
Birmingham General . Hospital 
was subpoenaed to give evidence 
relative to’ a certain medical: fact 
regarding the respondent. The 
doctor protested against being 
called on the ground that he had 
nothing to do with the case and 
was not head of the department 
in 1924, when, it was stated, the 
respondent was a patient. A 
number of doctors, he “said, were 
engaged in - the work,’ ‘each -of 
whom had his own papers, which 
were his: own ‘personal property;

WHY A cas CUTTER 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY, ' 


The .death ofa grass ‘cutter 
named Lam ‘Tok was the subject 
of an inquest held by Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell and'‘a jury at the Central 


d Magistracy yesterday afternoon. 


The man went to the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital on August 17 
suffering from pains in the ab- 
domen and was operated. upon, 


but died’ that same night, His|- 


name was entered in the hospital 
register through a misunder- 
atanding with the ward officer as 
Ching Chun, 40, gtrass cutter. 
After death the body was kept 
for three days, when as it. had 
not been claimed, the body was 
nded over to the Tung Wah 
Hospital authorities who buried 
the man on August 20 as Chung 
Chun. Later a chair coolie 
friend of the deceased made en- 
a about Lam Tok at the 
Tung Wah Hospital, and as that 
name was not known there, the 
puzzled coolie» reported hia 
friend's disappearance to the 
police. Police enquiries led to 
the identification of Chung Chun 
with Lam, Tok. 
The first, witness called ‘at the], 
inquest was Dr, Phoon -Sik-wa,| 
M.B., B.S. (Hong Kong Univer- 
sity) the medical officer who per- 


formed ‘the operation on the de-| | 


ceased. ‘In his evidence he said 
that he had had some experience 
in Guy’s Hospital, London, and} 
was a registered medical practi- 
tioner in Hong Kong, having 
qualified five years ago, 

Gall Bladder. 
In ‘answer to the Coroner, the 
witness said that he was on the 
staff of the Hong Kong Univer- 
sity. During the last five years 
he had performed a large num- 
ber of operations at the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital either by 
himself or. with the help of 
others. He added that since 
Professor Digby, ‘ Professor of 
Surgery at the University, went 
on leave, the witness as senior 
assistant had acted for the Pro- 
fessor. 


' Dealing with the deceased, the: 


witness said that he was sent for 

at 9 p.m. on August 17 by the 
house physician at the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital to deal with 
an urgent case. He saw a Chin- 
ese whose name was given to the 
witness as Chung Chun. The 
man complained of pains.in the 
stomach. After diagnosis, the 
witness concluded that the 
patient was suffering trom gall 
bladder, and that an immediate 
operation was necessary, Wit- 
ness was assisted in'the operation 
by Dr. Yeoh, while Dr. Bau ad- 
ministered the anaesthetic, a 
mixture of chloroform and ether 
which was administered in the 
‘open way.’ 

The operation confirmed the 
witness’s diagnosis. The gall 
bladder was very much distended 
and coritained twenty ounces of 
decomposed bile. In the case of 
a normal person, witness said, 
the bladder could hold only two 
ounces of bile. There was also 
a stone under one of the pipes. 
This stone, as the post mortem 
afterwards revealed, was not very 
hard. Witness only removed the 
bile and decided to allow the 
stone.to-‘remain as it would go 
later by itself. 

The deceased colllapsed while 
the gall bladder was being sewn 
up after the operation. 


- Not Likely to Die, 

By the Coroner: The witness 
did not think that the patient was 
likely to die as the result of the 
operation, which. lasted under'an 
hour. As.soon’ as the. - patient 
collapsed, artificial - respiration 
was applied and injections made, 
but the patient died in spite of 
these efforts to bring him round.
